TRANSPORTING BURDENS. 
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Even the improved state of civilized so- 
ciety has not extinguished all traces of this, 
for human carriers are still numerous. Hod- 
carriers have but recently, and indeed but 
partially, been superseded by elevating ma- 
chines. The great progress of the time has 
been such, continued Prof. Mason, that no 
one walks nowadays unless it is a pre- 
ferred exercise; horses, steam and elec- 
tricity lend their aid to whirl people to their 
destinations. It is considered vulgar to 
carry a parcel; the humblest servant girl, 
buying a few cents’ worth, may have her 
purchase taken home in a special delivery- 
wagon covered with forty coats of lacquer. 
It bas been calculated that two million tons 
are constantly worn by the human race in 
the way of dress and ornament. 

anes, then enumerated the various 
m s by which the various beasts of bur- 
den perform their carrying-tasks; first of 

the hand—the right hand. In speaking 
of this, Prof. Mason said that he has exam- 
ined a great number of savage implements 
designed to be carried in the hand, 
and that the proportion of those 
shaped for use by the left hand was 
mot greater than one t fifty. In 
no case did he find a left-hand female im- 
plement. Then both hands are used, after 
which the fingers come inte play. As an 
illustration of the use of the fingers in car- 
rying, Prof. Mason mentioned the summer- 
resort waiter, who bears his tray aloft on 
three fingers. The baldric is next in order, 
slung over the r by a strap, aod 
banging on the hip. In this way hunters 
carry game, and travelers carry small 
sachels. Then, still progressing, goods to 
be carried are hung to a belt. Hanging 
things on the arm may be called the retail 
method of carrying, and is used by farm- 
hands, servants, porters; in fact a large 
proportion of the people we meet in any 
place. While a civilized being will twist 
his form so as to get the load that is hung 
on his arm supported by his back, a savage 
will never be found doing so. Next comes 
the hanging over the shoulder, of which @ 
goodexample is the universal sack of the 
negro vagabond, containing unclaimed 
property and other people’s chickens. This 
method is used by grain-porters and hod- 
carriers. 

The Oriental porters carry almost ex- 
clusively on their shoulders. A _ cooly's 
average load is a hundred pounds, with 
which he can make thirty mites a day. lt 
is estimated that there are a million tons of 
material moved by coolies in China each 
day. Then both shoulders come into use, 
the load being placed round the neck; after 
which an easy progression is to the back, 
which is the natural carrying-place of the 
burden. The soldier, carrying his knap- 
sack and rations, isa good example. Then 
loads are carried on the heads, a process 
called “toting.”” The negro is a domestic 
example, and dairy-maids are reputed to 
carry their milk-pails on their heads, and 
there many other illustrations of this mode 
of transportation. Certain tribes of In- 
dians wear straw rings on their heads to 
aid in bearing and balancing these great 
loads. Pockets, remarked Prof. Mason, 
are scarcely worth mentioning as a civilized 
means of transportation, although the flow- 
ing robes of a Chinaman are capabie of 
concealing at least half a bushel of playing- 
cards—a capacity that deserves passing 
notice.

THE IRRIGATION PROBLEM. 


Anu Eateresting interview With 
Francis G. Newlands on the 
Mining, Agricultural and Stock 
Interests of Nevada. 

A representative of the Gazrr're 
recently engaged in a chat with Fran- 
cis G. Newlands in relation to the State 
of Nevada and its future requirements. 
The substance of this interview is 
given,as it presents the views of a new- 
comer who takes disinterested observa- 
tious of the interesis and wants of the 


State. 

Me. Newlands said that the in‘erests 
of this State, were the mining, the 
agticaltural and cattle Interests. To 
the former, there was alimit. It is 
as mere quevtion of time when 
the min«s will be largely 
worked out, though all specu- 
lation on this subject is problematical, 
but to the agrical.ural and cattle inter- 
ests there is no limit so long as the 
prodactiveuess of the State can be ad- 
vanced by the application of heat and 
moisture to a must fertile soil. Nature 
itself, without the Intervention of nan, 
had furnished the heat and soil; arti- 
ficial methods are necessary to apply 
the moisture. The rainfall of the 
State is very light, but the deposit of 
snow during the winter months upon 
its mountains is very great, and thus 
farvishes 

A GREAT RESERVOIR 


Upon which its streams and rivers 
draw during the time thit water is 
most needed for application to the soll. 


From all I van learn, said Mr. New- 
lands, the regular flow of alines: all 
the streams iu this State is utilized, 
and the water diverted iato ditches 
which are used to irrigate adjoining 
lands. The irrigated surface is in- 
creasing every day. The ditches are 
increasing in number, also, and con- 
tentions are arising as to priority of 
right. This contention i« certain to 
come toa crisis at some time, but it 
ean probably be delayed for many 
years if the surplus waters which flow 
through these streams at atime when 
the sun melts the snow muci more 
repidly, that the water can be utilized, 
can be stered aud preserved for grad- 
ual use,

THE OOST OF THE ENTERPRISE 


Will be. Irrigation is of much 
more vital importance to Nevada than 
it is to California, yet, less pains have 
been taken to obiain actual statistics 
on the subject. 

The reporter asked what measures 
had been taken -for obtaining stutis- 
ties in California, 

Mr. Newlands replied, that for 
eight or ten years past, appropriations 
had been made by every legisiature to 
asceriain statistics upon this subject. 
William Hammond Hail, a very com- 

tept wan, tad been selected as 

tate Engineer,in charge of this work. 
He hada large and efficiext corps of 
assisiants. Surveys were made of all 
the streams in the State which could 
be serviceable in irrigation; observa- 
tions at various points on each of 
these streams were made at stated 
intervals of time so as te ascertain the 
flow of the water at different seasous 
ofthe year. The area of land within 
the reach of the different streams was 
also ascertained. 


THESE STATISTICS 


Were embodied in either annual or 
bi-annual reports made to the State 
Goveroment aud were published. 
They have formed accurate guides for 
the information of every bedy interest- 
ed iu irrigation—the smail ditch owner 
as well as lia corperations or- 
ganized forthe purpose of divertin 
water from the various streams 
irrigating adjoining lands. He also 
prepared topographical maps of the 
country susceptibie of irrigation and 
these are published and are available 
for the information of all. 

There is nothing so deceptive as tbe 
appearance of a flowing stream. A 
man who goes into a great enterprise 
for diverting water from a stream, the 
flow of which he endearurs to meas- 
ure by his eye, is committing a most 
injudicions act. The flow of the 
sireain should ve a matter of observa- 
tion, not coly during asmyle year,

Upon the work- 
ing of these mills depends the livli- 
hood of thousands of peeple in Vir- 
ginia City. It might be said that the 
prosperity of the entire population of 
oo City is dependent upon tbe 
working of these milis, for unless 
they are worked, ne ore would be 
taken out of the Comstock, miners 
would not be employed and 
the many occupations which de- 
pend upun mining at Virginia City 
would be without compensation. 
Upon the prosperity of this city de- 
pends the Soap ner be Carsen Valley 
itself, for it furnishes a market fora 
large proportion of the B gam of 
that irrigated district. Now, up to 
this time, there has been an annual 
contest between the irrigators on one 
side and the mili men on the other.

ISSUE BONDs 

For the expenses of the enterprises, 
which bonds constitute a lien,I he- 
lieve, "ge all the pioperty, real or 
personal, whether actually benefited 
or not, within the limits of the irri- 
gated district. I may be mistaken 
with reference to the details of this 
law, but such is its general character. 
I believe it much better to limit such 
enterprise to private capital. 

We all know the history of the 
swamp lands in California. Large 
districta were organized, extensive 
works inaugurated for the reclamation 
of swamp iands,and eatire districts 
impoverished by the imposition of a 
great indebtedness, Then come the 
contest of the taxes necessary to pay 
tbe interest and principal of the bonds, 

I hardly know of a public enter- 
prise of this character in California 
which has not been the subject of con- 
stant litigation and confusion. Weall 
know that such enterprises are never 
conducted with the same efficiency 
and economy as private enterprises. 
If there is not jobbery there is extrav- 
agance and lack of judgment and fore- 
sight. All publie works, as a role, 
cost twice as much as they would in 
the hands of private individuals. I 
believe that unless extraordinary re- 
stricttons are placed upon a bill of this 
mature that improvements will be 
rushed into improvidentiy and large 
districts practically mortgaged with- 
out compensation or benefit. 

Mr. Newlands closed the interview by 
saying that he believed Nevada bad a 
great future before it if her resources 
were properly developed, and that the 

eral interest and public spirit man- 
ifested just now in ber material devel- 
opment, would bring increased popu- 
latien and prosperity.

EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 


A Uniform Course of Study Should 
be Prescribed. 

Eprror Gazetre: The liberal Na- 
tional and State grants, and the inter- 
est manifesed in the welfare and pro- 
gress made in the University since its 
location at Reno, have developed a 
new era in the educational affairs of 
the State. It can now be said of Ne- 
vada that she can take her youth from 
the threshold of the primary depart- 
ment on, step by step, until a practical 
and finished education is attained, 
which fits them for entering the various 


¥ | fields of life’s labor. 


It is a source of congratulation to be 
able to say this, yet there are defects 
in the educational system that will 
take time to see and correct. To ac- 
complish this, fault must be found, 
and honest criticisms made, all of 
which should be received kindly by 
those who are steering the educational 
craft. 

If permitted to suggest as advised, 
there is an important duty imposed by 
law upon the State Board of Education 


which has never been performed ; that 
is, “‘To prescribe and cause to be 

the course of study in the 
public schools.”” The failure to do 
this has left each county, each Board 
Trustees, or each teacher or Snper- 
intendent without any guide, and the 
consequence is that those who enter 
the educational race have no given 
point to reach, and there are as many 
courses of study as there are 
public schools. aving the educa- 
tional facilities the State now has, 
one of the first works of the State 
Board of Education should be to adopt 
a course of study applicable to graded 
and mixed schoolse—shaping it so as 
to fit the course adopted or that may 
be adopted by the Board of Regents of 


the University. To prevent clashing, | 


or lack of harmony, these two boards 
should confer, and thus have the 
course of one begin where the other 
leaves off. By doing this, the pupils 
of the various schools will know what 
they will have to accomplish before 
knocking for admittance into the Un- 


| iversity. 
| The fact that there is a known 


standard for admission, a work that 


must be done before the aspiring 
pupils will have an incentive toaction, 
and towns, the 
University will be filled; not with atu- 
dents taking a preparatory course, but 
fitted for the higher work. 

As soon as practical, ‘‘the course of 
study’’ should be proclaimed, and the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
should, as he will do, see that County 
Superintendents, superintendents of 
graded schools and teachers respect 
that course.

The cattle ranged from a year and a 
half to three years. 


The outlook is certainly not very 
encouraging for cattle men. Beef has 
dropped a cent in San Francisco the 
past week, and it is only worth from 5 
to 544 cents here, and dull sale at that, 
with grass cattle coming into market 


within a month. The outlook for a 
dry season is so pronounced that the 
promise of feed the coming season is 
exceedingly discouraging. Ga- 
ZETTE is of the opinion that good cattle 
will command a better price in July 
than they do now, for, unless we get 
rain, there will not be any feed to 
fatten cattle on, except in a few choice 
localities where the country is not 
overstocked. It will be a close game 
if the farmers raise hay enough the 
commas to feed the hungry herds 
upon the coming Winter.

HINTS FOR EMERGENCIES. 
How to Act in Cases of Accident and Sud- 
dea Lliness 


Sir W. Moore, late Surgeon-General with 
the Government of Bombay, has a paper in 
the Hospitai on “The Immediate Treatment 
of Accident and Sudden Illness,” in which 
he states that only the other day he was 
passing Kensington Gardens, when he ob- 
served an old man being supported by two 
other persons, and encouraged to cling to 
the railings, so as to maintain an upright 

A glance showed what was the 
matter with the old man. He had been 
struck by cardiac failure, or serious apo- 
plexy, or that variety of the malady in 
which the face is pale, and the circulation 
of the blood failing. His pulse was feeble 
and intermittent, and there was evident 
paralysis on one side of the body. Now, 
what ought tohave been done in such a 
case? The poor old man should have been 
laid on rmghg side full length, his collar 
should have been opened, he should have 
been allowed plenty of fresh air, and his 
legs, feet and hands should have been weil

rubbed. Then, when the first shock of the | 


malady had passed away, he ought to have 
been carried, still in the recumbent posture, 
to the nearest hospital. Again, another in- 
stance. Only a few days back, in the Ham- 
mersmith road, two boys were knocked 
down byacab. One escaped with little in- 
jury, the other got concussion of the brain. 


He was almost senseless, speechless, cold | 


and pallid. The same plan oughtto have 
been pursued asin the case of the old man; 
but instead of this, the boy wam. sur-

people, and one good but mistaken Samari- 
tan was supporting the injured youth in an 
upright position on his knee. After a time 
the poor boy was dragged away on his 
legs, being well shaken and jostied in the 
ss roages Yet a third mstance.

taken in an eplieptic fit. One bystander 
wisely ran for water; others carried the 
epileptic to a bench, on which he was seated.

without evidence of their being needed. Ex- 
amine the head and limbs separately. 


The prominent parts of the limbs may be | 


examined with very little movement of the 
body. Ifitis necessary to move a person 
after any injury, especially of the head, the 
person should be carried while lying down. 


He should not be allowed to sit upright in a | 
vehicle or to walk. See that the person is | 


allowed plenty of freshair. The history of 


the ident should be obtained, and when 
sending fora surgeon the message snouid 


be as clear as possible, and, if prac- 
ticable, a written one. 


The most common maladies which occur | 


suddenly to people in the streets of large 
towns are apoplectic and epileptic at- 
tacks, maladies depending on heart affec- 
tions, and drunken fits, although, perhaps, 
the latter should not be classed under the 
head maladies. But itis necessary to dis- 
tinguish apoplexy and epilepsy from “dead 
drunk,” as it is called, and also poisoning 
by opium. Apoplexy is known from epi- 
lepsy by the puffing or snoring breathing 
which occurs in the former malady. In epi- 
lepsy there is no struggiing of the limbs, 


the eyes are turned up under the lids, so 


that the whites only are visible, and the 
person generally falls down with aloud cry, 
none of which are the symptoms of apo- 
plexy. 
from affections due to the heart, because in 
the latter maladies the symptoms are very 
similar to fainting. The person is pale, un- 
conscious, with feeble pulse, scarcely per- 
ceptible breathing, white lips and a death- 
like expression of countenance; while in 
apoplexy, though the person is unconscious, 
there is snoring or puffing breathing, and 
the face is often drawn to one side. Apo- 
plexy is best distinguished from the effects 
of spirituous liquors by the history of the 
case, which may probably be one of drink- 
ing. Secondly, by the smell of liquor in the 
person’s breath; although this is not a cer- 
tain sign, for some one may,in mistaken 
kindness, have given the person struck with 
apoplexy some kind of liquor. Thirdly, in 
the * drunken fit,” the size of the pupils of 
the eyes is equal, while in apo 
plexy one is often larger than the 
other, By the pupils of the eyes is 
meant the round space in the center of the 
dark part of the eye. Fourthly, the person 
‘dead drunk” may generally be roused, 
when he babbles incoherently, while from 
apoplexy the person can not be roused. 
Lastly, if any movements occur in drunk- 
enness they will be of the limbs, whereas 
movement is usually restricted to one side 
of the body in apoplexy. From poisoning 
by opium apoplexy is best distinguished by 
the history of the case: by the smell of 


opium in the breath; by both pupils of the | 


eyes being very small and contracted; by 
the fact that the patient may be roused, al- 
though he does not then babble as in the 
drunken fit, but immediately goes to sleep 


again. 
If all that has been advanced can not be
